patholofiat of tb* health .lepanment of 
the city of New York,, deliren-d an ad¬ 
dress tbla afternoon at Windsor hall, on 
"Public MntMaiaa.” The paper was foil 
of Intcreat- It dealt with all the prob¬ 
lems of public health, oa aeon in New 
York. He .•Uiphaatacd the fact that ad¬ 
vances in preventive medicine in Cerent 
Britain, a* shown bjr the mortality table* 
for nearly half a century, had preceded 
those In nearly every pther country, ami 
he bad no doubt that the Inductee of the 
British Medical Aseociatlon had been no 
.mall faitof in contrllattln* to the bitch 
standing of the public health. 

S|e>akltig of the difference in the man¬ 
ner of carrying orr sanitary work in 
Great Britain and the United States, he 
said: ' 

"It Should he noted particularly in the 
fTilted Htalie there Is no national hoard 
of health and there are no national regu¬ 
lations of general application. In each 
of the several states of the Union the 
sanitary administration I* solely, un.l -r 
the control of the state authorities. The 
state hoards of health are energetic and 
progressive in many states, blit in some 
there Is no satdtary work of importance 
done. 

"It necessarily follow* that throughout 
the United Slut's there Is a great lack 
of uniformity in regulations and methiel* 
and ileddeniy It their ereeotlon. Speak 
Ing broadly, in the rural districts dud in 
the towns,and smaller cities, cspeclall.i 
in the south and west, the sanitary 
methods are of the crudest typo. On the 
Other hand, in many of the larger cities 
there I. found a hr.utd, enlightened mi l 
progressive policy ,lld au eWelent s i 
ministration, m|U*f to that presented !u 
anr of the great cltlca of tb* world.

1 lijs law, 
which reuiaius in force ttedny, declares 
that whenever any citixeu »U,ihe United j 
States shall disoivt r a deposit of guano 
on any island, ruck or key. not within ! 
.the lawful jurisdiction of any other gov- j 
eminent, he shall be at liberty lo take 
peaceable possession thereof, and such 
isiaud. rock or key may, at the direction 
of tlie president, in* considered as uiqs.-r- 
tabling to the l nitvd States. 

“Tlu* discoverer is n'quired to give due 
notice lo the tleparmn-tit of state, with 
afiidavits, describing the isiaud and 
showing that possession of |he same has 
been taki-n in the name of this country. 
He ia oMigcd at the saute time to give 
a bond, which la Sled in the treasury. 

“The discoverer, at the pleasure of 
congress, enjoys the exclusive right to 
occupy his btand for the purpose of ole 
tabling guano, and fur this product he is 
allowed to charge only • certain fixed 
price, namely, $* a too for guano de¬ 
livered a"t the ship's side, or |4 a ton for 
the privilege of digging it where it lies. 
Furthermore, he gives guarantee by his 
bond to deliver the g-nano only tp Htincua 
of tb# United States, ami to le used in 
tb# United States. 

"The law also provides, curiously 
#noitgb, that all offeniva and crimes on 
such islamls by persons who may laud 
thereon, or in waters adjacent, shall 
be deemed as committed on the high 
s#as, on honrd n merchant ship of the' 
United States, and shaft be punished ac¬ 
cordingly. The p-#«hlent is atithor!x“«l 
to use the land and naval forces of the 
United HtsUs to protect the rights of 
the discoverer or his hHrs,
